This wéapon is the manuscript of the 
third and most interesting volume of the 
memoirs of the iron -chancellor—his 
posthumous revenge upon the kaiser. It 
is the volume in which Bismarck, in 
the bitterness of his enforced retire- 
ment, related all the events in connec- 
tion with the illness of Emperor Fred- 
erick, the vain attempts made to elim- 
inate that ill fated monarch from the 
succession, his brief reign, and the first 
few years of the present kaiser'’s rule. 
The story of the kaiser’s differences 


his father’s numerous diaries and of 
everything relating to his (Bismarck's) 
own dismissal from office is included 
therein. 

The volume would have been published 
in the chancellor’s lifetime had it not 
been for the threat of the emperor to 
subject the writer to the dire penalties 
that he himself had inflicted upon Count 
Harry Arnim for printing official se- 
crets In a pamphlet designed to clear 
himself of the charges brought against 
him of insubordination and misconduct 
while ambassador at Paris.

The old chancellor, fearing that the 
kaiser might proceed to the length of 
ordering the seizure not only of his 
manuscripts but of all his pepers, cor- 
respondence, and documents at Fried- 
richsruhe, managed, though not without 
difficulty, to smuggle the manuscript of 
the third volume and his most precious 
papers out of the country and over to 
London, where they have been lodged 
ever since tn the Bank of England. 

When Bismarck died Emperor Wil- 
liam administered to Prince Herbert 
and Count William Bismarck the same 
warning about the third volume that he 
had given to their father, and as Prince 
Herbert, until hie dying day, expected 
to be recalled to cabinet office, and even 
had hopes of the chancellorship, no 
attempt was made to publish it. | 

Count Herbert’s eldest son, Prince 
Otto Bismarck, who will be 20 years 
of age next month and who in his boy- 
hood was so delicate that he was not 
expected to reach manhood, has as guar- 
diana his half-English, half-Austrian 
mother, born as a Countess Hoyos, and 
his uncles, the Counts Cuno von Rant- 
zau.and Ludwig von -Pleasen. They 
gave, after Herbert's death, a solemn 
pledge to the emperor that the third 
volume would remain in the vaults of 
the Bank of England and would not be 
published as long as he lived. They 
had no alternative in so doing, being® 
given the emperor’s opposition and the 
fact that the memoirs touch upon mat- 
ters of state. The kaiser endeavored 
te obtain from them the surrender of 
the manuscript and the co ndence 
preserved in the Bank of England. But 
he failed in this as signally as in his 
|attempts to secure a similar concession 
‘ftom Prince Herbert Bismarck. ' 

The question now before the British 
government is as to whether these re- 
maining memoirs and confidential papers 
of the Iron Chancellor, being enemy 
property, cannot be sequestrated or con- 
figcated and turned to account against 
the kaiser by publication. The memoirs —

publication of these reminiscences the 
Iron Chancellor's name will be righted 
fin the eyes of the world. 

It may be recalled that Bismarck died 
full of the most, bitter and savage re- 
sentment against the kaiser, a resent- 
ment carefully fanned by the old princes 
and by all his entourage. He had « 
vitriolic tongue and a still more vitriolic 
pen, and it-is known that he did not 
spare the emperor in his final remi- 
niscences.

The kaiser has already suffered a great 
deal through the publication of the me- 
moirs of another of his chancellors, old 
Prince Clovis Hohenjohe, who, besides 
being chancellor, was also the empress’ 
uncle, These posthumous memoirs were 
published by the old prince's son and con- 
fidential secretary, Alexander, and their 
appearance created a world-wide sen- 
sation. Ever since, their compiler and 
editor,’ Prince Alexander of Hohenlohe, 
has been obliged to live abroad, making 
his home in Switzerland, that is to say, 
an exile from his native land, in order 
to escape certain imprisonment by the 
kaiser on the charge of disclosure of 
secrets affecting the welfare of the state 
and the prestige and honor of the reign- 
ing house of Hohenzollern. 

Students of history all over the world 
look with interest for the publication of 
this third volume of Bismarck's memoirs 
and correspondence, so dreaded by the 
kaiser, and are gratified to know that 
ae ocuments in question have, escaped 

ate of the equally frank, disconcert- 
~ and voluminous diaries of his own 
father, the late Emperor Frederick. 
These diaries, covering’ the entire period 
from 1860 to 1888, were smuggled over 
to England while Emperor Frederick lay 
dying, at his request and in obedience 
to his instructions, by his consort, being 
carried away, it was said, by members 
of the suite of old Queen Victoria when 
she visited Berlin to take a last farewell 
of that son-in-law whom she used al- 
ways to describe as “ Unser Frits,” and 
to whom she was deeply devoted.

Chicago, Aug. 14.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.)—Your editorials on the food situa- 
tion are interesting, tnformative, and 
quite accurate. I suggest, however, 
that you make this distinetion, if possi- 
ble, tn the use of the term “specu- 
lator "’: 

There are two kinds of speculators— 
ene who purchases ahead of production, 
for the purpose of supplying his cus- 
tomers, and the other goes into the 
market and buys quantities of dairy 
and poultry products for the purpose 
ef holding the supply out of the market. 
waiting for the price to advance. ‘ 

The first speculator is a legitimate 
dealer, and is not a speculator, except 
in the sense that he is perhaps taking 
a chance on his customers taking the 
eggs at market price at the time of de- 
livery. 

The second speculator has nothing 
whatever to do, as a general rule, with 
the business of distributing foodstuffs. 
He is a gambler who takes a fiyer by 
hoping that the market will advance. 
This class is the harmful cless and the 
class that should be prosecuted by the 
government. They should be held up 
to public gaze as an example of what 
should not be th the collection and dis- 
tribution of foodstuffs, 

The legitimate distributor of foodstuffs 
should be Noensed, and it should be 
made difficult for any person te obtain 
m license for the distribution of food 
until he had demonstrated that he ts tn 
business for the purpose of performing 
a service both for the producer and for 


the consumer and at a reasonable mar- — 


gin of profit. The legitimate dealer, or 
speculator, as he is sometimes called, 
conducts his business very much the 
same as @ newspaper publisher conducts 
hia. It ie necessary for the publisher to 
contract for supplies advance for the 
purposé of getting out his paper; iike- 
wise, it is necessary for the legitimate

The coal mine operators of Illinois, 
who on Tuesday denounced the coal 
miners for not keeping their mutual con- 
wact, spent yesterday afternoon trying 
tp decide whether they—the coal mine 
operators—should keep the contract 
which they signed last Saturday night 
with Gov. Lowden. 7 
They adjourned at 6 o’clock without 
maching a decision. They will meet 
again this morning. : 

The contract with the governor of 
flincis, which there is now serious 
deubt whether the coal operaters will 
decide to keep, was signed by H. T. 
Bent, president of the Illinois coal op- 
erators, an official of the Central IIlli- 
nois operators, and Thomas T. Brewster, 
president of the operators of the fifth 
and ninth districts. These three dis- 
tricts include all the operators of the 
State. : 

_ Lawyers Sign Contract. 

In addition, the contract with Gov. 
Lowden was signed by Ralph Crews and 
Rush C. Butler, attorneys for the coal 
operators, and by four other officials 
and prominent members of the three coal! 
operators’ associations. 

_ The contract with Gov. Lowden pro- 
vides that “the operators agree to re- 
serve the amount of coal necessary for 
consumption by the people of the state 
of Illinois and to sell same at prices te 
be determined as hereinafter provided.” 

It goes on to say that “the Iilineis 
coal operators are to appoint a commit- 
tee of three, who are to be granted full 


operators in the state of Illinois with 
, Tespect to all such questions.” 

Until yesterday's meeting nobedy had 

ever suggested that the committee which 

' signed the contract with Gov. Lowden 

Was not authorized to act for all the 

operators in the state who are members 
of the three state associations. 


Full Authority Granted.
